2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
Robinson (US#6520606) discloses in Fig. 2 a decorative um for storing cremation ashes, the um 
comprising: a base section 20 having a top surface 33 and a cavity therein 26 capable of 
receiving a receptacle for storing the cremation ashes; a housing 50; engaging means 53 for 
removably supporting the housing on the top surface of the base; and a port 72 formed in the 
housing for communicating with an external fluid (water) reservoir (coL 4, lines 51-53). 
Robinson fails to disclose of suggest the following: 1) the fluid reservoir located in the housing; 
2) the port being centrally located; and 3) a wick assembly removably located in the port and

communicating with the fluid reservoir wherein the assembly receives a wick therein for drawing 
fuel from the reservoir and sustaining a lighted flame. It would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Robinson such that the fluid reservoir was located in the 
housing, the port was centrally located, and a wick assembly was removably located in the port 
and communicated with the fluid reservoir wherein the assembly received a wick therein for 
drawing fuel from the reservoir and sustaining a lighted flame.
